attained a speed of 27.2 knots aud Is 
cue of the most formidable craft afloat, 
aud the protected cruiser Breslau of a 
2C.9 knot record, Turkey bas in the 
Black sea two battleships of D read­ 
nought (lass, four pre-Dread naughts, 
two swift cruisers and numerous de­ 
stroyers and gunboats, many of them 
bought from Germany. 
This fleet iii 
eludes these battleships:
